He 
seemed friendly though. That Is one thing. 

Mr. Lteinny.it. I don’t have any other questions. 

Mrs. Geuaci. Do you hnve n record of me reporting Carlos to the FBI? Do 
you hnve Hint In the record anywhere where I found out — he told me he was 
going to eolleet money for Culm, but I didn’t know he was giving out these little 
tickets as he called them, and then when I found out he had collected $10 and 
brought It down and I saw the receipts and he had more tickets, we forbade 
him to go down there, and Carlos ratlcd the house to try to get him a— what Is 
it — a license or permit to go from house to house nrnl collect money. 

Mr. Gekaci. lie never called me. 

Mrs. Gekaci. lie did call me. 

Mr. Gehaci. He colled you?. Carlos? 

Mrs. Geuaci. 1 spoke with him on the phone. 

Mr. Geraci. That Is because I told him — when I collected, a man told me 
to do something like that, that I needed a license, so I went and told Cni;los, 
“Tou have to get a license." He said, "Don’t collect any more until I get one.” 
Then he went to city hall nnd got some stuff he had to All out. 

Mr. Lierelek. This wasn’t Oswald who told you you couldn’t collect? 

Mr. Geuaci. No. 

Mr. Lieheler. Oswald didn't hnve anything to do with this? 

Mr. Geraci. No; this was before I knew Oswald. Tills Is a man works some 
place— who works In a cleaner’s, I remember. I went there and he said I had 
to get a license to do that, so I called Carlos ou the phone and told him. 

Mrs. Geract. Then when Carlos called the bouse, I realized he was still in- 
volved In this. 

Mr. GERAor. I told you I was. 

Mrs. Geuaci. I put my foot down and told him he couldn’t do It any more, nnd 
I called the PBI. 

Mr. Geract. And the Better Business Bureau. 

Mrs. Gekaci. They told me to call the Better Business Bureau, but the man 
at the FBI told me he couldn't give out nuy Information ns to whether this was 
a Communist organization or not, nnd the headquarters were In Miami, and 
the best thing to do would be not to le.t him get involved in It any more. Then 
I called the Better Business Bureau, nnd they were supposed to check with 
Miami, but I never did get a report hack from him. 

Mr. Lteueler. Was this before or after you met Oswald? 

Mr. Geract. This was before. 

Mrs. Geracl But he has the receipt at home with the date ou It. When 
he gave Carlos money, Carlos gave him a receipt. 

Mr. Gekaci. I remember Carlos making out a check to give the money to 
Miami too. When I gave him the money, he put the money in his bank nnd 
made out a check to the headquarters. 

Mrs. Geract. Wo met Carlos Just now in the hall, mid he told me the best 
thing Philip could do would be listen to bin parents and bo a good student 
Right now thnt would he the way he could help combat communism. And I 
told hltn I thought he was too young to get Involved In things like this, selling 
ticket* for Cuba anil nil thin stuff. Last year he was only 15 and loo young to 
be involved in nil that kicks. The man nt the FBI told me that nu organization 
could be all right today nnd next week It would be Communist-controlled nnd 
how was I to know. 

Mr. Ltkuklkx. Do you know who you talked to at the FliT? 

Mrs. Geraci. Geo, I may have his nnmc nt home with those slips of paper that 
I took from him. 

Mr. Liciiei.kr. It Is not really imi»ortnnt. I just wondered If you remembered. 

Mrs. Geuaci. Well, I wanted Ids nnmr clenred for gelling mixed up with 
Carlos, been use I didn’t know from bonus about Carlos. He could he a Com- 
munist. I don’t know who In and who Isn't When I found out he met Oswald, 


I nearly died. The week this happened ho was tumping with the Boy Scouts 
and gone Friday, Saturday, and Sunday when the stuff was on TV. 

Mr. Cekaci. I was in school when he got shot. 

Mrs. Gekact. But you were tn camp, but you didn't see a lot of the funeral and 
alt thnt stuff showing Oswald’s picture. 

Mr. I>tE»ET.KK. IIow did you first become aware that Oswald was the follow 
you met? Did Vance talk to you about It? Do you remember? 

Mr. Gkhaci. The first time was when the FBI agent came to my house and 
asked did 1 see nn ex-marine nnd showed a picture and nil that. I didn’t even 
know It before thnt. It was just then tlmt I realized. 

Mr. Likiiklkr. Did the FBI man tell you how he 

Mr. Gkhaci. Got my name? 

Mr. Lieuelek. What prompted him, why did be come to your house? Did 
he tell you? 

Mr. Gbr.vci. Well, he said he couldn’t tell me thnt. I naked him, nnd he said, 
well, he couldn’t tell me. Of course, I guess It might have heen because we — 
my mother called, you know, about this Cuban business — they got my name on 
their list or something, I guess, nnd when they found out Hint he tried to Join 
that group, thnt must hnve been where It came from. That Is whnt I think. 

Mrs. Geraci. They probably had a list of people who were collecting money 
for the organization. 

Mr. Liebkt.er. OIC. I don't have any more questions. I do want to thank 
you very much for coming In and belug as cooperative ns you have, and, on 
behnlf of the Commission, I want to thank you very much. 

Mr. Gekaci. OK. 

Mra. Geract. You are welcome, so long as we don’t have any publicity. 

Mr. Lteueler. That is something you never can guarantee. 


TESTIMONY OF VANCE BLALOCK 

The testimony of Vance Blalock, accompanied by his parents, was taken on 
April 7-8, 1064, at the Old Civil Courts Building, Royal and Conti Streets, 
New Orleans, La., by Sir. Wesley J. Llebeler, assistant counsel of tlio President’s 
Commission. 

Vance Blalock, having been first duly sworn, wns examined and testified as 
follows : 

Mr. Lirbeler. My name Is Wesley J. IJebeler. I am n member of the legal 
staff of the President’s Commission Investigating the assassination of Ih-esldent 
Kennedy. Staff members have been authorized to take the testimony of wit- 
nesses by the Commission, pursuant to authority granted to the Commission by 
Executive Order No. 11150, dated November !£>. 1008, and Joint resolution of 
Congress No. 137. I understand, Vance, thnt Mr. Lee Rankin, who Is general 
counsel of the Commission, wrote you n letter Inst week 

Mr. Blalock. Thnt is right. 

Mr. LlKitET.KR. And told you thnt I would be In touch with you concerning 
the taking of your testimony. I understand thnt Mr. Rankin enclosed with 
that letter a copy of the Executive order and of the resolution of Congress to 
which I have just referred, ns well ns a copy of I lie rules of procedure adopted 
by the Commission governing the taking of the testimony of witnesses. Did 
you receive that letter and those documents? 

Mr. Blalock. Yes; I did. 

Mr. Lterklkk. We want to Inquire very briefly of you concerning nu event 
which occurred some time tn the summer of 1003 here In New Orleans. Wo 
understand that you were present at n meeting, a chance meeting, between Lee 
Ilnrvey Oswald and Carlos Brlitguier. Before we get Into tbe details of that, 
however, would you state your full nntuc for the record. 

Mr. Blalock. Vance Dougins Blalock. 
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Mr. Likhklkh. Let tlie record show thnt your mother and father are here In 
tlu* room with us. How old are you. Vance? 

Mr. Blalock. I nm 16. 

Mr. LtKtnaJstL Where were you born? 

Mr. Blalock. I.ake Charles, La. 

Mr. Likukuol Whore do you live now? 

Mr. Blalock. Metairie, Kn. 

Mr. Iacan^fL How long hare you lived tliero? 

Mr. Blalock. Less than n year. 

Mr. Lir.nET.rH. l>o you go to school? 

Mr. Blalock. Yes, air. 

Mr. Lieheler. Where? 

Mr. Blalock. East Jefferson High School. 

Mr. Lieukuw. Whnt grade are you lu at East Jefferson IHgh School? 

Mr. Blalock. Tenth. 

Mr. Lieiielul Do you know Carlos Brluguler? 

Mr. Blalock. I have mot him once. 

Mr. Lieueler. How did It happen thnt you met him? 

Mr. Blalocic. 1 went downtown with my friend, Philip Gerocl. We went to 
a store to return funda that Philip had collected for the organization this man 
had had, nnd while I was there I met Carloa.. That Is how I met him. 

Mr. Ltkqele*. Did you have anything to do with these funda that were col- 
lected by your friend Gerad? 

Mr. Blalock. No, air; I didn’t 

Mr. Likbelkh. That was entirely hia operation? 

Mr. Blalock. Tea. 

Mr. Liebeler. Do you remember where you went that day with Philip? 

Mr. Blalock. Yea, sir; we went to Decatur Street, I believe it la. I am not 
sure. The store is the Caan Boca. 

Mr. LTKmxKn. Whnt organisation was It that Brlnguler WQ9 running? Do 
you know? 

Mr. Blalook. I couldn't say the Spanish nnme. The American name of it 
io the Cuban Student Revolutionary Organization. 

Mr. IiTF.uftek. Con you tell me approximately when that was? 

Mr. Blalock. Last pnrt of the summer. I couldn't 

Mr. Lieheleil Late July or early August would It be, or some time lu August 
of 1063? 

Mr. Blalock. August would be the closest I could get. I don’t remember 
the exact date. 

Mr. Liebelkr. Tell me the conversation that you and Philip had with Brln- 
guler when yon went Into the store. 

Mr. Blalock. Oh, we entered the store and Philip Introduced uie to Carlos, 
and I told him— I saw the funds Philip hud collected for him, and I told him 
I was curious about whnt It whb for. nnd then he explained for me how the 
organization worked nnd told me ho received the funds from people In New 
Orleans and sent it to Florida, and that was his total business, nnd he explained 
that Communism was where the kids are supposed to tell everything on their 
parents, to obey the Stnto and not their parents. 

Mr. LiEitr.LF.it. Present at this conversation were Just you and Philip and 
Carloa? la that right? * 

Mr. Bi.ai.ook. No; there wns another man — must have worked nt the store. 
Ho was present. 

Mr. Liebelkr. Did you know whnt Ids name was? 

Mr. Blalock. No. sir. 

Mr. Lir.nEi.KH. Now while you were there in the ntorc, did you notice anybody 
else present? 

Mr. Blalock. Well, a mnn from a moving company or some tracking company 
came in. He had a radio (hut needed to he fixed, a broken radio, and 140 llarvey 
Oswald cnino In. 

Mr. Likuklkr. Tell us, to the best of your recollection, Lite things that hapi*ened 
a n far ns Oswald wn« concerned. 

Mr. Blalock. He walked up to us nnd leaned against the desk and listened 


to the conversation. Then he stnrted asking rpicstlniiM nbout the organization, 
nnd we were talking about guerrilla warfare, Just In case the country got in war 
how young Htudeuts could help, something in thnt nature, and then he started— 
then Oswald, Lee llarvey Oswald, naked Carlos Brlnguler all about the organiza- 
tion nnd whnt part It pluyed in the main movement In Florida. 

Mr. Likiielf.il Did they say anything else? Wns there more to the conversa- 
tion? 

Mr. Bi.ai.ock. Let’s see. 

Mr. Lteheleil Did tills man who walked up Introduce himself by name . 

Mr. Blalock, I believe so, hut I don’t remember whnt name he gnve. 

Mr. Liebeler. Are you now convinced that lie was Lee llarvey Osu aid? 

Mr! Blalock. Yes. sir. I know his face. I recognized his face. 

Mr. Ltekele*. But you don't remember that be mentioned the name Lee Harvey 
Oswald at that time? 

Mr. Blalock. No. 

Mr Liebeler. Did Oswald say anything nbout having Imen a Marine? 

Mr Blalock. Yes, sir; he did. and he explained thnt he took training in 
guerrilla warfare, nnd he told us how to blow up bridges, derail trains, mnko 
zip guns, make homemade gunpowder. 

Mr. LiEnELF.R. He told you about this In detail? 

Mr. Blalock. lie told us how to blow up the Huey P. Long Bridge. 

Mr. Liebelek. Tell us Just whot he told you about that. I know you can t 
remember the exact words, but you can remember the substance of the conversa- 
tion. We want you to tell us about it. . 

Mr Blai-ock. He told us to put powder charges at each end of the bridge from 
the foundation to where the foundation meets the suspension part, and to blow 

thnt pnrt up and the center part of the bridge would collapse. 

Mr. Liebeler. Did he talk about any other aspect of guerrilla warfare that 

you can remember? . . , 

Mr. Blalock. He said thnt If you don’t have the materials you need always 

available, you lind to do without stuff. 

Mr. Liebelkr. Did be give any speclllc example of that? 

Mr. Blalock. Gunpowder, high explosives. 

Mr. Tjebf.leu. Did be tell you bow to do without gunpowder lu these activities? 
Mr! Blalock. He told us how to derail n train without gunpowder. 

Mr. Lieijeler. Whnt did he sny about that? 

Mr. Blalock. He said put a chnfn around the railroad track and lock It lo 

the track with a lock. _ ,, . , , 

Mr. Liebeler. And then when the train hit the chain It would derail the train? 

Mr. Blalock. Yes, air. 

Mr. Liebelek. Did he say thnt he knew liow to mnkc gunpowder? 

Mr. Blalock. Yes. sir; he told us the formula, nnd I— saltpeter and nitrate— 
same formula— I don’t remember. 

Mr. Ltcbeler. Did be say anything about guns? 

Mr. Blalock. About zip guns, how to make them out of tubing and a plunger. 

Mr. Liebelkr. Did he say something to the effect that lie knew all nbout guns . 

Mr. Blalock. No; he told us lie hud n manual that explained nil nbout guns, 
a Mnrine manual, and thnt he had training in guns, trained with guns. 

Mr. LiF.nEi.ER. l)o yon remember anything else that he said? 

Mr. Blalock. Not right offhand, 

Mr. Liebelkr. Did be tnlk to Brlnguler about helping Brlnguler In this orgn 
nlzutlon, or Just what was the general context of this couvownt ion? 

Just n general discussion of guerrilla warfare, or did It relate to the activities 
of Bringuler’s nntl-Castro organization? Whnt enn you remember. 

Mr. Blalock. ITo Just asked him about the nntt-Cnstro organization and asked 
him to explain It to him, nnd he snld he was Interested In finding out hm\ i 
operated. He didn’t say he wanted to Join U : He Just said he wns Interested in 
It Oh, and Brlnguler gave him literature, a Cuban newspaper nnd leaflets or 
booklets. 

Mr. Likuklkr. Was there any discussion or politics? 

Mr. Blalock. Not to my recollection, __ 

Mr. Liehklkii. Was there nuy mention of President Kennedy? 




Mr. ni^KOOK. No, nil*. I couldn't any for sure there won ho mention of Presi- 
dent Kennedy. T don't ihlnk there wnn. 

Mr. Likuelkjl Wluit did yon think of Oswald? 

Mr. 11i.ai.ock. lie seemed like a very intelligent mnn to me, well spoken, loolcod 
well dressed-, well groomed. 

Mr. Likiiki.kr. Did yon think anything else nhout him, or In that nbout It? 

Mr. Blaiock. Thnt Is the Impression Ihut I got right nt the moment. 

Mr. Likuf.i.eu. Did beany anything about Florida? 

Mr. Tti.At.ocK. .Hist mentioned the Cuban nuli-Cnstro organization there. 

Mr. LiKnKuat, What did beany about thnt? 

Mr. Blaiock. I don't remember exactly, but I think he wild he had been there 
and he had looked Into It. I couldn't say for sure on thnt. 

Mr. LiKnKi.ru. Did he menllou the nmuc of the organization? 

Mr. Blalock, No, sir. No, I don't recall any name. 

Mr. Liejiklkr. Do you remember being Interviewed nbout this subject hy an 
FBI agent? 

Mr. Blalock. Yea. sir; I do, dnrltig the Christmas holidays. 

Mr. Likoeler. Do you remember his name? 

Mr. Blalock. No, sir; I don't. All I know Is n Lieutenant or something like 
that 

Mr. Lioiele*. Do yon think you would remember his nnme If I mentioned It 
to you ? 

Mr. Blalock. I might, or my mother might. She was present. 

Mr. LnciiKLEn. Your mother was present when you were Interviewed by the 
FBI? 

Mr. Blalock. Yes. 

Mr. Lif.iieleii. Would It refresh your recollection If I told you that the report 
that I lmro of the Interview thnt you had with the FBI agent Indicates that 
tho man's nnme was Kevin J. Ilerrigan? 

Mr. IIlalock. Herrignti? No. No; I dou't remember that name. 

Mr. Liruklek. Do you remember talking to the FBI agent about Oswald's 
remark concerning having been to Florida? 

Mr. Blalock. No, sir; I don't remember what I told the FBI agent. I don't 
remember anything about Oswuld saying — only thnt I think he said be had 
been there. 

Mr. Liebelkm. Well, the report that I lmve here says that you seemed to re- 
member Oswald mentioning something about having recently visited some- 
thing called the Cnsn Nostra, C-a-s-a N-o-s-t-r*a. Do you remember saying 
anything nbout thnt to the FBI man? 

Mr. Blalock. Yes, Nlr; I remember mentioning the organ Iwitl cm, but I 
couldn't remember the name. That organization was mentioned In the con- 
versation with Carlos Urlnguler und Harvey Oswald. 

Mr. Likdelgu. It was? 

Mr. Blalock. I believe so. 

Mr. LtRoicLErc. Do you remember thnt It wns Oswald who meutloned It? 

Mr. Blalock. I don’t remember which ouo mentioned it first. 

Mr. Lienr.ijcn. And It was mentioned ns being a Cuban organisation in 
Florida? Is that your recollection? 

Mr. Blalock. Yes, sir; I think thnt In the name they mentioned. It could 
be something similar. I know I got this Mafia name mixed up with n Culmu 
organization nnme. 

Mr. LiK.nr.LEn. Well, you know that that nnme that I Just mentioned, Cnsn 
Nostra, is very similar to tho Cosn Nostra. Do you think you may have been 
confused at the time you talked with him? 

Mr. Bi.ai.ock. Well, f meant tho Cuban organization. I may have said the 
Mnfin, tho Cnsn Nostra. 

Mr. Likmkij:k. You may have iun.il Unit name? 

Mr. Blamjck. But I meant the Culmu 

Mr. Lieiikleu. You meant wiiid Autl-Castro Cuban organization? 

Mr. Blalock. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Liciiklkjl. So the best you can recall, Omvahl didn’t say thnt he had 
recent ly visited someone In Ihc Cowl Nostra? 


Mr. Blalock. No, sir. Yes. sir. 

Mr. Lif.iif.ler. nut you do recall sort of vaguely that Oswald did uny that 
he had been hi Florida and he had visited an Autl-Cnstro Cuban organization 
there? 

Mr. Blalock. Yes, sir; I do. 

Mr. Lir.nni.ER. Can you remember anything else nlmut this incident in the 
store that day when Oswald came in? 

Mr. Blalock. Oh, he said he lived on Magazine Street. 

Mr. Lifjiulkr. Did he give his exact address to you? Do you remember? 

Mr. Blalock. I don’t believe he gave hts exact address, but I couldn't Hay 
for sure. 

Mr. Likiieler. Did he say anything about whether he was working or not, 
whether he had u Job? 

Mr. Blalock. I don't remember If he said anything nhout his Job. 

Mr. Lir.nEi.ER. Did he tell you anything about his background? Did ho nay 
he was from New Orleans or nnythlng ubout that? 

Mr. Blalock. No, .sir; I don't remember anything about thnt. 

Mr. LiEnEtxic Can you think of anything else that happened? 

Mr. Blalock. Philip Gerncl mid I started following him home after we 
both left the store. Oswald, Philip and I both left the store nbout the same 
time. We started to follow Oswald to his bouse Just out of curiosity, and I 
recollect that Oswald said he would give us his Marine manual if we ever 
came back, if we contacted him. 

Mr. Lieueler. That he would give you the Marine manual if you saw each 
other at the storo again? 

Mr. Blalock. At the store or Just saw each other. If we would contact him 
and get It, we could have It. If he saw us again, he would give It to us. 

Mr. LiEnEr.ER. Flow long did you continue to follow him home? Did you 
Just walk out and walk down the street with him, or did you sort of shadow 
him or 

Mr. Blalock. No, sir. We walked out the door. We both started different 
directions, and Philip and I said, “Why don't we follow him and get the Marine 
manual now, uothlng else to do." We started to go to the corner, and we didu’t 
see him, so we went on our way. 

Mr. Lieueler. Did you ever see the Marine manual? 

Mr. Blalock. No, sir; I didn’t. 

Mr. Lieueler. Did you over talk to Mr. Brlnguier again nfter that? 

Mr. Blalock. No, sir. 

Mr. Lieueler. You never saw Cnrlos ngnln until Just today 

Mr. Blalock. No, sir. 

Mr. Liebf.lew. When you saw bitu come oul of this room and leave the building? 

Mr. Blalock. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Liebeler. Are you and Philip good friends? 

Mr. Blalock. I wouldn’t say real close friends, but we are friends. 

Mr. Liebeler. Dhl yon talk about this incident or talk about Oswald at nil 
after this time but prior to the assassination? 

Mr. Blalock. No, sir; I don't believe we did. We talked about the Cuban 
Student Organization. 

Mr. LiEnELF,n. Were you nwnre of the fact that Oswald wuw subsequently 
arrested here In New Orleans in connection with his activity on behalf of the 
Fair Play for Cuba Committee? 

Mr. Blalock. No; I didn’t kuow ubout that until after the assassination. 

Mr. Ltemelkr. You didn’t hoar Oswald debate Curios on the radio program 

Mr. Blalock. No. sir. 

Mr. Likiiklku. Or you didn’t see Oswald on television? 

Mr. Blalock. No, sir. I might have. I Just don't remember It.

The testimony of Vincent T. Lee was taken at 1 :30 p.m., on April 17 1064 at 
the U.S. courthouse, Foley Square. New York, X.Y.. by Messrs. J I^ Rankly 
General Counsel, and Wesley J. Ltobclcr, assistant counsel of the President's 
Commission. Vincent T. Lee was accompanied by his attorney. Stanley Faulkner.

Mr. Raskin. Did you at one time hnve such a connection? 

Mr. Lee. Yes; I did. 

Mr. Rankin. During what period? 

Mr. Lee. From tho year of 1003 — yes, lust year. 

Mr. IUnkin. When wns It closed up? 

Mr. Lee. Officially the office went out of existence December 1003. 

Mr. Rankin. In 1003? 

Mr. Lee. December 1003. Eviction notice was served nnd the office was closed. 
Mr. Rankin. Did you have some communications with Lee Harvey Oswald? 
•Mr. Lf.e. Yes; I did. 

Mr. Rankin. Have you made a senreb of your files for all comm’unlcntions 
thnt you hnd with him? 

Mr. Lek. Upon being communicated with by the Federal agents, from tho 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, at their behest I made nn exhausting search 
throughout the whole Fair Play offices for any and nil communications which 
were there, and finding certain com mu n lent tons I turned them over to tho 
Federal agents, particularly Federal Agent Kennedy. In enrly December 10G3. 
Mr. Rankin. When did you make that search? 

Mr. Lee. Within a day or two after being contacted by the Federal agents. 
Mr. Rankin. Can you tell us tho approximate date of thnt contact? 

Mr. Lee. I believe it wns the first week of December. 

Mr. Rankin. 1003? 

Mr. Lee. 1003, yes. I am not positive. I am pretty sure it was somewhere 
around that time. 

Mr. Rankin. Was thnt search made by you personally? 

Mr. Lee. Yes. sir. 

Mr. Rankin. Was it a thorough nnd complete search? 

Mr. Lee. Well, I went through every scrap of paper down to the last little 
scrap behind the desk and uuder radiators and in cabinets nnd iu drawers nnd 
under desk blotters nnd every possible conceivable place any piece of paper 
might have been stored or fallen to and laid down or anything else. 

Mr. Rankin. So you are satisfied 

Mr. Lee. As far as I know I went through every— to the best of my knowledge 
I went through everything I could find and everything thnt I found I turned 
over to the agents afterwards, after having copies mude. 

Mr. Rankin. Did you or anybody on behalf of your committee lmve any 
oral cominuuIcaUoiis with Lee Harvey Oswald that you know of? 

Mr. Lee. To my knowledge there was never any such communication. I can’t 
ever remember ever having such communlcatiou myself. I don't know that 
anybody else did. Nobody thnt I have known has ever mentioned such a thing 
to me.

Mr. Rankin. I hand you Exhibit No. 1 and nsk you if thnt is a letter tliot you 
or your committee received from Lee Harvey Oswald? 

Mr. Lee. This lookH very much like such n letter, sir. 

Mr. Rankin. Did you receive It uenr the date that It bears? 

Mr. Lee. There is not n date — it is not dated. This particular letter Is not 
dnted. Evidently here on the bottom Is n notation which Is made. This letter 
requests thnt the organization send some literature which tho organization 
hnd published and there Is n notation on the bottom which says the material 
was sent. It says “Sent -l/19/Gfi." which l assume was quite some time ago. 

I can remember when people wrote in, we hnd many, many communications 
from many parts of the country, and when they naked for something we would 
semi It to them nnd we would mark the thing "Sent so nnd so,'* so we would 
know the communication had been answered ami what had been done about It. 

Mr. Rankin. Do you know whether that notation “Sent 1/1U/G.T’ nnd also 
the circling of the “nO" was done by you? 

Mr. Lee. This is doubtful because at that time, let’s see, at that time I was 
not In the New York office. I wns out on a national tour. I believe l was on 
the west, coast at that time. We have had other people coming lit to volunteer 
to, you know, wrap packages nml address envelopes and things like that 
come in for nn hour or two, and go on about their business, whatever it is.
